Oh, When Jesus was betrayed by 
His enemy, that was bad. Can you 
imagine that any kiss ever burned 
like the kiss of Judas? He had told 
the leaders of the Jews, “I will show 
you where He is. The one I will kiss 
that is Jesus!” When Judas kissed 
Jesus on the cheek—do you suppose 
any kiss ever burned like that kiss 
did? I wonder. How do you suppose 
Judas himself felt when his unholy 
lips touched the face of the pure 
Son of God? Can you imagine the 


pollution and the shame Jesus felt? 


Jesus loved him and called him 
friend even then. He said, “Friend 


betrayest thou the Son of Man with 


a kiss?” He did not rebuke him, 
He did not shame or scorn him. 
But can you imagine the pollution 
that Jesus felt? I do not think any 
pure girl who was ever seized by a 
ruffian and violated, ever felt one- 


. half the shame that Jesus, the Holy 


One, must have felt when Judas, 


_ the betrayer, and enemy, came and 
wicked men mocked Him and spit 


ter say again, “No, I don’t even 
know Him!” And the third time, he 
denied again. Then as Peter finish- 
ed speaking, lo! a rooster crowed! 
Startled, he looked at Tesus and 
Jesus was looking at him. Jesus did 
not say anything. I do not know 
whether the Son of God could be 
struck speechless. When they put 
the crown of thorns on His head 
and pressed it‘\down I don’t think 
that hurt as this did when He heard 
this disciple, that He loved and 
prayed for out there cursing and 
swearing. No. No. I do not think 
so. When they sat down and mock- 


ed Him, this wicked world, and 
“Come down from the cross, 
come on down; if you are the Son 
of God as you say, save yourself;”’ 
—do you think that hurt one-half 
as much as the shame when His 
own failed Him? His own bought 
children, His own disciples who had 
slept on the same pallet with Him 
and had eaten from the same loaf, 
they all had forsaken Him and now 


said, 


Simon Peter cursed and swore and 
denied Him! I think that the worst 
thing that can hurt the heart of 
God. is when His own children turn 
away and deny Him. 

Betrayed in the house of His 
friends, denied by His own, those 
bought by His blood! ) 

2. Jesus Loved Peter Stili! 

The suffering Jesus, betrayed, 
condemned, denied and forsaken! 
There are two or three things I 
want to mention about Jesus. I 


have preached to my own heart. It 
has been like a whip falling on my 
back. Everything I have said thus 
far has hurt and pained, but it is 
good for us sinning Christians! 
Someone says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, do you think sinners will get 
to.Heaven?” That is the only kind 
of people that are going to get there. 
But the sin will be taken out then. 
You say, “Do Christians sin?” 
That is the only kind of Christians 
there are—sinning Christians.

Notice verse 10, “Likewise, I say 
verse 7, “I say unto you, that like- 
wise joy shall be in heaven over 
unto you, there is joy in the pre- 
sence of the angels of God over 
one sinner that repenteth.” We find 
expressions in the Bible that God 
is a God of joy. He said, “I will 
rejoice over thee for good; and 
“The glory of the Lord shall endure 
for ever: the Lord shall rejoice in 
his works.” He says, “I will re- 
joice.” And we have a God that 
rejoices with the angels over the re- 
turning, repenting, confessing sin- 
ner.

_(Contined from page one) 
lot more than on my loving Him. 
My dear brother, Jesus loved Peter. 
That is strange, but H. loved Him 
still and He loves you. 

3. Jesus Prayed For Peter 

Jesus prayed for him. I told you 
awhile ago to keep on praying. 
Praying is a safeguard. It helps to 
keep you from doing wrong. But 
my salvation does not depend on 
my praying. My salvation depends 
on Jesus’ praying. Some one says, 
“Brother Rice, if you quit praying 
you will lose your soul”. No, if 
Jesus quits praying, I will lose out. 
He: is at the right hand of the 
Father praying for me, _ inter- 
ceding for me. And He sends the 
Holy Spirit down to teach me how 
to pray and the Holy Spirit prays 
for me with groanings that cannot 
be uttered. 

Jesus had-said to Simon Peter, 
“You are going to deny Me. Before 
the rooster crows in the morning, 
you will deny Me three times.” Pe- 
ter said “I will not! Everybody else 
may, but I will not.” “But Peter, I 
have prayed for thee that thy faith 
fail not. I have prayed for thee, 
Peter. The devil desires to have you 
to sift you as wheat. You may 
think you are gone, but I have 
prayed for you.” Later, no doubt 
Peter did think he was gone. Peter 
never thought he would be a 
preacher any more. Peter never 
dreamed he would get up at Pente- 
cost and preach and three thou- 
sand would be saved. Peter thought, 
““T have lost my reputation. The 
Christians won’t have confidenc in 
me any more Jesus won't have any- 
thing to do with me any more.” 
But Jesus said, “Peter, listen, I 
have prayed for you and I know 
how the old devil is going to 
shake you. He will shake out some 
of your pride and your bragging 
that you are better than the other 
disciples, but I have prayed for 
you that your faith fail not.” 

Oh, my friends, thank God for 
the love of Tesus that forgives us 
and that never lets us go. “I have 
prayed for you.” I have see.. a 
mother -ray for her boy, and then, 
when he is saved, I have seer’ her 
shout and praise God, up and down 
the aisle and say, “I have prayed 
for him ever since he was born.” 
That is a long time to pray. That 
is a whole lot of faithfulness in 
prayer. I have seen a wife get up 
again and again and say, “I have 
prayed for my husband thirty 
years, and now my prayers are 
answered.” That is a long time to 
pray. That is a lot of faithfulness 
in prayer. But thank God, for these 
1,900 years, the Lord Jesus has re- 
membered me and loved me and 
He has never let me slip and never 
let me go. He has held oh, and 
God has answered His prayer. Not 
every mother’s prayer is answered, 
but my friends, Jesus’ prayer is 
answered And He has prayed for 
me and I am kept. Brother, the de- 
vil cannot get me. He shakes out 
all my pride and all my self-reli- 
ance, and shakes all the things out 
‘- of my pockets. But the Lord can 
get good out of the devil’s works. 
God even makes the wrath of men 
to praise Him. The devil cannot 
get me out of reach of the prayers 
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of Jesus. “I have prayed for thee,” 
He says. Oh, the prayers of Jesus. 

I am thankful that I have a 
High Priest who is praying for me, 
One who has entered into the veil, 
into the holy place, to the shekinah 
glory! I have an anchor sure and 
steadfast within the veil, even in 


Peter, because he did not pray and 
did not study His Bible, had de- 
nied Him three times. It was a 
love that never would let go! That 
is what was in that look. Jesus 
turned and looked and with infinite 
compassion said, “Peter, I am sorry, 
and you hurt Me, but I love you. 
I am praying for you. You are My 
sheep and I will not let you go. You 
are Mine!” What was in that look? 
“Oh, I will not let you go. You are 
Mine!” What was in that look? 
“Oh, I will not let you go. I warn- 
ed you but I have prayed for you, 


Heaven itself. My friends, I thank | and the devil can’t get you. You 


God for the prayers of Jesus. 

“Well, Brother Rice,” you say, 
“aren’t you afraid one of these days 
you will fall so far you cannot get 
back?” I have fallen many times. 
But “the steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord: and he de- 
lighteth in his way. Though he 
fall (I have many times), he shall 
not be utterly cast down: for the 
Lord upholdeth him with his hand.” 
(Ps. 37:23, 24) The Lord Jesus is 
praying for me and I am kept; I 
am preserved by the prayers of the 
Lord Jesus whose prayers are al- 
ways answered as in the case of 
Peter. 

Jesus loved him, and prayed for 
him, and Jesus warned him. God 
prays for us and then He warns us. 

You do not have to sin. That is 
all your own fault. Someone says, 
“Well, Brother Rice, do you believe 
in sinless perfection?” As I have 
said many times before, I say now, 
“I believe in it, but I do not prac- 


‘tice it.’ And nobody else does ex- 


cept Jesus. God will give grace 
about any particular temptation, 
if we seek His will and power. But 
we are so wicked by nature we do 
not always feel our need ahead of 
time, as Peter did not. We are just 
too mean, that is all. “But don’t 
you want to?” Yes, I want to. 
“Why don’t you do right then?” I 
don’t know unless it is the wicked- 
ness that is in me, This much I 
know, after He warns me and after 
He tells me, then He still loves me 
and still prays for me and still 
keeps me 

O, love that will not let me go! 


4, Jesus Still Kept Peter’s 
Soul, Held On And Would Not 
Let Peter Go! 


First of all, Jesus loves you, then 
He warns you and prays for you, 
and what else? Then He holds on 
to you. An old song says, “Hold 
to God’s Unchanging Hand.” That 
is all right ds far as it goes. You 
ought to pray and trust, but as 
far as your safety is concerned, it 
ought to be the other way God 
holds on to you! How can I hold 
on when my head is not unchang- 
ing? I am too weak to hold on, but 
He is the unchanging God. He holds 
on. 

Peter was warned, Peter was 
prayed for, Peter denied Jesus. 
When Jesus turned and looked on 
him in that last night before He 
went to the cross—do you suppose 
it was in anger? Did Jesus say, “I 
told you, I warned you, I told you 
you would fall into sin. Why didn’t 
you listen? You didn’t pray, you 
didn’t study your Bible when I 
tried to teach it to you! You got 
out in bad company, and now you 
have done what I told you you 
would do.” Was there ‘anger in the 
eye of Jesus when He, persecuted 
and mistreated and despised and 
denied, turned those sad eyes on 
Peter? What was in that look of 
Jesus when He looked on Peter? 
When you get out and do wrong, 
God is looking at you, Christ is 
looking at you. What is in that 
look? Sirining Christian, listen to 
me, you loud-talking, quick-tem- 
pered, critical, hot-headed Chris- 
tians, the Lord Jesus Christ is look- 
ing at you when you sin! What is 
in His mind? Grief, I think, is there. 


Anger? No, I don’t think so, in 


some sense maybe. Reproach? 
Some. Scorn? Does He say, “I am 


done with you! I have tried and 
tried, and you have promised and 
promised, but now I am done with 
you”? No, No! 

What is in that look? I will tell 
you what was in that look when 


are Mine. I will not let you go!” 
‘When Jesus stood there that day 


\with the crown of thorns on His 
‘head and when they spit in His 


| face and had condemned Him to 


die, yet He took time to look at 
Peter with love and compassion 
and forgiveness. Peter went away 
with a broken heart. He could not 
get away from the love of Christ! 
Jesus was holding on! 

Jesus rose from the dead after 
three days, He had the angel say 
to Mary, “I want you to carry a 
message for Me.” She said, “All 
right.” “Go tell His disciples, the 
whole bunch of them, that Jesus 
wants them to meet Him in Galilee, 
and tell Peter especially.” “Go tell 
the disciples and Peter.” (see Mark 
16:7) Peter did not think he would 
be counted as one of the disciples 
any longer. He thought, “Judas is 
not counted with the disciples any 
more. He has betrayed Jesus and 
then gone out and hanged himself. 
I am not fit to be in that crowd 
either.” So Peter may have thought. 

There is a man here in Dallas 
who after many years as a drunk- 
ard was saved, wonderfully saved. 
The night I baptized him, he said, 
“Until seven weeks ago, I have been 
drunk for twenty-five years!” He 
came on here, and we loved him, 
and he gave his testimony, Then 
one day he drank some beer, and he 
has never felt like coming back. He 
is so ashamed. He ought to be a- 
shamed. But my heart goes out in 
love to him, and I want him. He 
did not do any worse than Peter 
did, and he did not do any worse 
than I have done and you have 
done and the rest of us. We ought 
not to let people like that go. Jésus 
did not let them go. 

So when Jesus arose from the 
dead, He said, “Tell my disciples 
and Peter! I want Peter in that 
crowd!*He is mine! I will not let 
him go! He is mine! Peter is min>!” 


5. Jesus Knew Peter’s Love 
And Made Him Tell It! 


Later Peter said, “I am voing 
fishing. I see now I cannot live a 
Christian life, I just can’t make it.” 
The others. said, nie also with 
thee.” Read the story in John, chap- 
ter 21, Then ‘esus in His resur. 
rected body came to the sea sk re, 
and got some sticks and built a 
fire and called to them, “Children, 
have ye any meat?” They looked 
up and saw Him, and said, “No. 
This fishing business is not what it 
is cracked up to be.” (It never is 
when you are away from God.) 
“We haven’t got a single fish; 
there is not a fish in this lake!” 

Oh, backslider, you say, “I am 
going back to the devil’s ways.” 
Well, you will find it a bitter old 
path, and you will say, “I don’t 
know what I ever got out of this 
before I was saved. I can’t see what 
it was.” Simon Peter was out fish- 


ing. 

Jesus said, “Let down the net 
on the other side.” 

They said, “We have been fish- 
ing all night and have caught noth- 
ing. but we will try it anyway.” 
And they“got the net full. 

John, who was oauick of spiritual 
discernment, said, “That’s Jesus!” 

Peter looked and saw Him, and 
said, “I’ve got enough of this fish- 
ing business!” He had been run- 


worthy. He felt it and knew it. He 
thought, “If I had a good chance, I 
would go and tell Jesus‘I love Him. 
I would tell Him I am sorry.” Peter 
said, “I am done with fishing! 
Give me that coat!” So he jumped 
in the sea and said, “Boats are not 
fast enough for me!” He got out 


ning away, thinking he was un-| 


of the boat and swam in to the 
shore. 

Jesus said, “Bring me some fish.” 

Peter said, “Let me do it!” So He 
brought some fish for Jesus. Jesus 
cooked the fish for them and they 
sat down and ate. He did not scold 
Peter at all. Peter sat there on 
needles and pins and was ashamed 
to speak to Him about it. 


Jesus may have said to Himself, 
“He is Mine. I bought him. I paid 
for him, I have prayed for him. I 
will not let him lose out. I will not 
turn him loose. He wants to tell Me 
that he loves Me. I will make it so 
he will.” So He said, “Peter, do you 
love me more than these?” 


“Well,” Peter said, “I can’t do 
any bragging, but Thou knowest 
all things Thou knowest that I love 
| Thee.” 


“Then why don’t you get busy 
working for Me?” Jesus said. 

“I didn’t believe I could. I 
thought an old cursing man like me 
was ruined for any preaching.” 

“Peter, lovest thou me?” 

“Lord thou knowest all things. 
Thou knowest that I love thee.” 


Jesus told him three times to 
get busy. Then He told Peter, “I 
have not thrown you away. I have 
not turned you loose from preach- 
ing. I have not turned you out of 
the ministry. I have not taken your 
ordination papers away from you. 
I have not let you be tricked out 
of winning souls. Get busy at it, 
Peter!” Old Peter said, “I am going 
to do it!” The next time you see 
old Simon Peter, he has a step 
ladder down on the corner of Main 
and Commerce Streets in Jerusalem 
preaching the gospel! Oh,. friends, 
He will not let you go! He wants 
you to tell it, still, that you love 
Him. 

Peter had been warned, yet he 


Him But Jesus loved him and turn- 
ed and looked at him, and Peter 
went out and wept bitterly. You 
have wept many times for your 
sins. Remember He sees you and 
hears you when you deny Him. But 
thank God, He sees you, too, when 
you weep and repent. Nobody else 
can see your broken heart and your 
shame, but He sees that, too, when 
you go away and weep bitterly, and 
He will not let ou go! 


Oh, todav troubled backslider 
and dishonored Christian, you have 
lived so sorry and done so little, 
but He loves you still and pr-ys 


denied Jesus and sinned against | 


for you still. He knows your broken 
heart, He loves you still and He 
will not let you go. Come on today 
and say, “Lord, thou knowest all 
things, thou knowest that I love 
thee.” And He says, “Get busy 
then. There is work to do. I am 
still for you. I haven’t thrown yu 
away. You have thrown yourself 
away, but I will not give you up”. 
Oh, the love that will not turn you 
loose. Say today, I am His and I 
will serve Him. 


“Oh Love that wilt not let me go, 
I rest my weary soul in Thee; 
I give Thee back the life I owe, 
That in Thine ocean der ths its f w 
May richer, fuller be.” 
“O Cross that liftest up my head, 
I dare not ask to hide from Thee; 
I lay in dust life’s glory dead, 
And from the ground there blos- 
soms red 

Life that shall endless be.” 

It takes some cross if you go 
with Jesus, but it is lot worse if you 
do not go with Him, Let us say, 


‘|“T will go with Him.” Let us say, 
“IT will not shun the cross. I will — 


not deny You either, Lord Jesus. 
And when I have sinned, Lord, 
Thou: knowest I still love Thee.” 


PRAYER: Our dear Father, 
teach us this morning that Jesus 
loves us and will not let us go and 
seeks us and pray and woos us 
back.

He began a meeting yesterday in 
Fort Collins, Colorado. Following 
this meeting he goes to Spokane, 
Washington, and will not be home 
for some five weeks. 

“We have had a_e wonderful 
opening and have matriculated 
almost 1100 students this year. 
Practically every state in» the 
union is represented and a great 
many foreign countries. On the 
opening night about sixty young 
people (practically all of those who 
were unsaved in our student body) 
came forward on a definite prop- 
osition to accept the Lord. The 
few who did not come forward that 
opening night have since professed 
Him until as far as I know, there 
is not a single unsaved student on 
our campus. 

“As you may know, we just com- 
pleted a new girls’ dormitory which 
houses 200 additional girls. The 
finishing touches were put on this 
just in time for the opening of 
school. We received last week a 
permit from the War Production 
Board to begin construction of two 
new buildings, a new classroom 
building and a new dormitory to 
house over 300 men. As soon after 
these two buildings are completed 
as conditions permit, we shall be- 
gin construction of an auditorium 
to seat 2500 people. When that is 
out of the way, we shall undertake 
construction of a new gymnasium. 
We have had a 75% increase in 
enrollment in the last three years. 
It is almost impossible to build 
fast enough to keep apace. We are 
asking our Christian friends who 
are interested in this work to pray 
with us for the meeting of the fin- 
ancial needs of the building pro- 
gram, which will cost $500,000. 

“We certainly miss Fairy, but 
are happy to know she is going to 


be back with you in the work of| 
i the Lord there. She is a real boost- 


er of yours and a great girl. I hope 
you will give her our love and also 
remember me to the Shufelts.

man’s nature will express that joy. 
Every being manifests joy accord- 
ing to its nature. You take a na- 
tural man, for example, unsaved, 
not born again, dead in trespasses 
and sin: Let him have a prosper- 
ous season or pull over a good deal 
and have a contract from which he 
will receive a good commission, 
what will he do? He says to his 
cronies, “Come on, let’s throw a 


party.” Oh, yes, he has drinking, 


and carousing, and revelling, and 
ending up in drunkenness. He ever 
thinks of bowing the knee and lift- 


ling his heart in praise to the Giver 


of every good and perfect gift. 
Back in the book of Daniel, Bel- 
shazzar was celebrating a big vic- 
tory; he had great feasts, and he 
gave to thousands of his lords and 
drank wine before the thousands. 
While he tasted the wine he com- 
manded the golden vessels and the 
silver vessels to be brought which 
his father Nebuchadnezzar had tak- 
en out of the temple. There around 
the table he manifested his type 
of joy by throwing a big party. 
Well, 
here in the parable of the prodigal 
son. The father’s joy here in this 
parable shows himself in full for- 
giveness and in the kiss of recon- 
ciliation. The gift of the best robe, 
the ring, the sandals, the fatted 
calf and all that he had for his 
son, he gave it to him freely. Oh, 
I would just like to bring this right 
down to you here. Now beginning 
with the twenty-first verse, I want 
you to take your pencil and under- 
line three things. Not only was he 
glad, but I believe the son was glad, 
too. He doesn’t say so in so many 
words, but I can just see that fa- 
ther as the son was putting on the 
robe, and the ring, and the sandals 
—why he was just too full for ut- 
terance. I want you to note how 
every spiritual need of the repent- 
ing, returning son was met. To me 
this is one of the richest portions 


of the entire chapter, the ‘lost and. 


found’ chapter of the Bible. He 
came back (the prodigal son) after 
being out in the far country; and 
said, ‘Father, I have sinned against 
heaven”- - That is number one. 
“I am no more worthy to be called 
thy son”- - that is number two. 
“Make me as one of thy hired 
servants.” (in verse 19) - - that is 
number three. Now, will you notice 
over against this, when he came 
back and said, “Father, I have sin- 
ned,” what did the father say? 
“Bring forth the best robe, and put 
it on him.” Second, “I am no more 
worthy to be called thy son.” What 
did the father say? “Put a ring on 
his hand.” Third, “Make me as one 
of thy hired servants.” “No,” said 
the father, “Put shoes on his feet.” 


The Prodigal’s Confession— 
“IT Have Sinned” 


Now for the explanation. I want 
you to mark these, for He supplies 
every spiritual need of the return- 
ing, repenting, prodigal son. First 
of all, “Father, I have sinned,” and 
the answer comes right back, 
“Bring forth the best robe, and put 
it on him.” There you have confes-

sion and God’s covering. You know, 
I think the sweetest words the Fa- 
ther ever heard were these: “Father, 
I have sinned.” What a blessed con- 
fession! The once proud, head- 
strong, determined young man, de- — 
termined to have his own way, to 
lead his own life, comes back now 
and says, “Father, I have sinned.” 


The Father’s Response— 
“The Best Robe’”’ 


Will you notice how the Father 
meets him. He meets him by say- 
ing, “Put on the best robe.” What 
does it mean? It means a covering 
for all of his sins, a covering for 
his sins so that he does not need 
the filthy rags of his own right- 
eousness. “Put on the best robe,”’ 
that robe that was laid away, that 
robe that. took years of hand 
needle-work. “I put my best into 
it, waiting for the son to come back 
and to put it on him”— a covering 
for all of his sin. And now I see 
him covered with that robe and I 
do not see his sins nor his filthy 
rags.” Let me go back to the scene 
in the garden of Eden. Adam and 
Eve had sinned, and they went out 
from the presence of the Lord, and 
the Lord God in the cool of the 
evening went out to search for 
them. God asked this question, 
‘Adam, where art thou?” Then we 
find that Adam and Eve found 
themselves stripped of the shekinah 
glory, of the robe of wonderful 
light, not physical nakedness but 
spiritually stripped of the covering 
of light. And then, they tried to 
cover themselves with an apron of 
fig leaves, their own provision. It 
would not avail. Then in the twen- 
ty-first verse of the third chapter 
of Genesis we find these words: 
“Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 


skins, and clothed them.” He gave ~~ 


them a covering, a God-provided 
covering, that they might have ac- 
cess and approach to the Holy God. 

Will you notice; “make coats of 
skin.” Some innocent animal had to 
give its life, forfeit its life that 
those coats of skin might be made. 
That teaches us right there in the 
very beginning the substitutionary 
death, looking toward the Lamb of 
God who died in the sinner’s place 
and stead. God made them. They 
did not deserve it. They were sin- 
ners, but He made them, and there 
is the grace of: the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Go to the sixth chapter of Gene- 
sis. A time of judgment is coming 
down upon the earth. God spoke 
to Noah and said, “Make thee an 
ark of gopher wood; rooms shalt 
thou make in the ark, and shalt 
pitch it within and without. with 
pitch.” It is beautiful that that ~ 
very word pitch is the same word 
translated atonement or covering. 
When the flood waters came and 
descended, and Noah was in the 
ark, and the door was shut; the 
ark rode upon the waters of judg- 
ment. Why? Because of the pitch- 
ing, or covering that God had pro- 
vided. Now the word atone means 
to hide, to cover, to hide sin from 
the Holy One. In the seventeenth

chapter of Leviticus, verse 11, we 
find these words, “For the life of 
the flesh is in the blood: and I 
have given it to you upon the al- 
tar to make an atonement for your 
souls: for it is the blood that mak- 
eth an atonement (or covering) for 
the soul.” That is, life covereth life. 
The life of the innocent offering in 
the blood poured out upon the al- 
tar covers the life forfeited by.,the 
guilty offender. And there you have 
the atoning, substitutionary sacri- 
fice, pointing toward the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of 
the world. 3 

Now the robe that the prodigal 
son gained met every requirement. 
He was in rags; now he is clothed 
so that you do not see the rags. 
And God, the moment that we ac- 
cept Christ as our personal Saviour, 
does not see us in our filthy rags, 
but He sees us in Christ Jesus, 
clothed upon with His righteous- 
ness, provided on the grounds of 
unmerited favor by grace through 
Jesus Christ. There it is. And that 
is the simple gospel. No wonder 
Paul comes out in the book of 
Romans and says, “I am not a- 
shamed of the gospel of Christ; 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth; to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek. For therein is the 
righteousness of God revealed.” 
Then He proceeds to show that 
every mahi, irrespective of his social 
standing or his intellectual capa- 
city, is devoid of the God-required 
standard of righteousness, to have 
fellowship and communion with 
the holy, eternal God. He proceeds 
to show that all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God. 
Then he begins to show how this 
ighteo _ 9s made possible 


“through Jesus Christ, by faith, be- 


ing justified freely by His grace, 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus whom God hath sent 
forth to be a propitiation, or an 
atonement, or a covering. And the 
moment that you, sinning friend, 
come and say, “God, be merciful 


to me, a sinner,” that moment God |. 


imputes to‘you, places to your ac- 
count and covers you with the robe 
of His righteousness. “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our. Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Have I made it 
plain? “Father, I have sinned.” 
“Put on the best robe.” Have you 
got the best robe? Or are you 
standing in your own righteousness 
which is filthy rags? 


“I Am No More Worthy;” 
The Ring of Sonship 


The second thing: “I am no more 
worthy to be called thy son.” Back 
comes the word, “Put a ring on his 
hand. He is my son.” Now, in 
order to understand this, we have 
to go back to Old Testament cus- 
toms. It was the custom in those 
days when a man with property or 
some standing made a contract, he 
did not sign his name, but they 


~ would melt wax and put some melt- 


ed wax on the contract, afid then 
with a signet ring, he would place 
his seal that he was selling that 
piece of property and that the con- 
tract met all the requirements. This 
is the point. Many, many times a 
rich father would give the signet 
ring to his son and he would say 
to the- world, “Now that I have 
given this signet ring to my son, 
he is my very representative and 
will act in my place’ and stead.” 


' That is exactly what the Father 


said of the -Lord Jesus Christ, 
“This is my beloved Sqn in whom: 
I am well pleased, hear ye him.”

seventeenth. chapter of John how 
Christ repeatedly says, “The Father 
and I are one, and all that the Fa- 
ther hath given me, I give. I do not 
say a word unless the Father tells 
me to say it.’ That was the seal 
of sonship. So when this young 
lad came back and said, “I am no 
more worthy to be called thy son,” 
his father said, “Put a ring on his 
hand, I am going to turn over 
everything to him, and he will be 
my very representative to act in 
my™place and stead.” 

But go a little bit further. The 
moment that a sinning man repents 
and confesses, comes back and ac- 
cepts Christ as His personal Sa- 
viour,, God puts 4 ring, spiritually 
speaking}.upon his hand. “For as 
many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons 
of Gdd; even ‘to them that believe 
on his name.” Now listen, are you 
a son of God through faith in Jesus 
Christ? Well, this is what the Bible 
says, “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new.” Now 
notice, “And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himself 
by Jesus Christ, and hath given 
to us the ministry of reconciliation; 
to wit, that God was in Christ, re- 
conciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto 
us the word of reconciliation. Now 
then we are ambassadors?” That is 


may God have mercy on you, friend 
of mine as a son of God if you 
have lowered the high calling of 
that ambassadorship. “Now then 
we are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by 
us.” That is what He says; “We 
pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God. 

We are standing here as minis- 
ters of the gospel, ambassadors, in 
Christ’s stead, as the sons. of God, 
beseeching you to be reconciled to 
God through Jesus Christ. 


“Make Me As A Hired Servant;” 
‘No, A Son’ 

“Make me. as one of thy hired 
servants” is the third point. “No, 
put shoes on his feet,” the Father 
says.

You cannot do it un- 
til first of all, You have been 
covered with His righteousness, and 
have the seal of sonship, the signet, 
signifying that you are a son, and 
then when you put on the sandals 
and have the place of sonship in 
the family, you can go out and 
preach the gospel of peace and 
bring glad tidings to a dying world.

As I bring this message to a close, 
I want to talk to you right to your 
heart. Are you:¢lothed in that robe 
of righteousness which is not of the 
law but which is of Christ Jesus 
through faith. Are you? Have you 
come to a definite place where you 
realized that your own righteous- 
ness,—you may be the flower of 
humanity, beautiful, intellectual, 
socially adjusted in everything, ah, 
yes, the flowet of humanity, yet 
are you devoid of the robe of right- 
eousness which God requires? “All 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” Will you not just 
get out of your chair and down on 
your knees and look up into the 
Father’s face and say, “Father, 
I have sinned,” and then ask Him 
to give you the best robe, and to 
seal you with the signet ring of 
His love, His eternal love, and then 
to prepare you to go out and 
preach the gospel of peace, that 
Christ is our peace? That is what 
you need. Paul spoke of it in so 
many words in the third chapter 
of Philippians. Here it is: “And 
be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of 
law, but that which is through the 
faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith.” You 
cannot get it by working for it, 
never, in a million, billion years. 
You receive it as a gift! For ye are 
saved by grace; and not of works, 
lest any man should boast. 

Let’s bow our heads. 

Oh, our Father, we thank Thee 
for this little glimpse into the Fa- 
ther’s home and heart when the 
prodigal son came back and said, 
“Father, I have sinned.” “Put the 
best robe on him.” All of grace, 
You didn’t chide him, you didn’t 
repremand him. You said just, 
“Put the best cobe on him.” He 
said, “I am no more worthy t6 be 
called thy son. “Give him the sig- 
net ring, and let him go out and be 
My representative. I give all -the 
authority, all the property, all I 
own, into his hands.” And then he 
said, “Make me one of Thy hired 
servants,” You said, “Oh, no, put 
the shoes on his feet, he is a son 
of the house. This is My beloved 
son.” Lord Jesus, speak to men and 
women, and may many others who 
have not already done so decide 
right now for time and eternity and 
come back to the Father’s house 
and enjoy all the good things that 
Thou dost have for them, for we 
ask it in Christ’s name, Amen.
